Some Old Citizens 


By Ensley Moore 


(Member Illinois State Historical Society) 


The younger people, t h o s e under 
fifty years of ago, to say nothing of 
“ kids” like Ed. Crabtree missed a 
good deal in not knowing, or know­ 
ing about, some of the people before 
or after the War. 
I‘aul Selby 
was one of these, he came here from 
Ohio, and, after attending Illinois 
College a while, took over the “ Mor­ 
gan Journal” about 1803 or 54, and 
ran it until 1 858. 
He was a very, 
pronounced Republican, and one of I 
the leaders in forming that party in ! 
Illinois. 
He went to Louisiana, just ; 
before the War, to teach “and came ' 
back quicker than he went” as soon ! 
as the war began—his neck being 
the thing he was caring for just 
then, owing to his “Black Republic­ 
an” politics, 
He went to Minneapolis, Minn., 
for a time— or perhaps St. Paul, in 
newspaper work, then to Springfield, 
on the “State Journal,” and perhaps 
to Chicago 
on 
the 
“ Republican,” 
the predecessor of the “Inter-Ocean” 
before going to Springfield. 
He was 
on the “Quincy Whig,” then went 
back in 1878 as an editorial propri-j 
etor of the “State Journal,” ™ntinu- 
Ing eojne years, after which he went 
again to Chicago, and w rote some j 
until his death a few' years ago. 
J. It. Bailey 
of the “ Sentinel” was Mr. Selby’s I 
political opponent in those days be-! 
fore the War, and they abused each j 
other “ for all they 
were 
w orth.” ) 
Mr. Bailey was 
a 
Pennsylvanian, 
came out to Mt. Sterling where he 
had a paper, and came here about 
1855. He ran his weekly until about ! 
18 72 when it was passed into other 
hands and was the beginning of the 
“Courier.” 
J. Augustus Fay was one of Mr. 
Bailey’s typos, and his brother, Wm. 
L. Fay probably 
began 
“sticking 
type” for Mr. Bailey. 
Mrs. 
J. 
H. 
Hackett 
was 
a 
daughter of Mr. Bailey. 
He became J 
nearly blind latterly, and died about 
thirty years ago. 
C o l. G e o . P . Sm ith 
was another newspaper man, who 
drifted in here during the war, after J 
Ming colonel of the 129th 111. R eg’t. 1 
for a short time. 
Smith and Jos. J. 
Ironmonger started the “Daily Jo u r­ 
nal” in 1866. 
Smith sold out 
to • 
Chapin/ & Glover in 1869, and dis­ 
appeared into Kansas. 
He was a native of Virginia slate, 
and a good writer and speaker. 
Willy* C atlin 
j 
was engaged for years in the kind-. 
red business of book selling on the 
north side of the 
square, 
about 
where the 
Jacksonville 
National 
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flank was last. 
Mr. 
Catlin 
was 
burned out. and moved into the west 
room under Sir a wa’a Hall. 
Mr. Catlin was a native of Connec­ 
ticut, and came here at an early day, 
He was the father of Miss Margar­ 
et Catlin, so well known in charit­ 
able work. 
The C’atlin’s were a t­ 
tendants of the old First Presbyter­ 
ian church. 
Willys Catlin was a 
brother 
of 
Joel Catlin, father of (’apt. C. 
A. 
Catlin. 
Mrs. Jeremiah Pierson 
was 
a daughter of Joel Catlin. 
The Rev. W. I). It. Trotter 
was a well known Methodist minis­ 
ter, who Jived nearly opposite the 
School for the Blind for many years. 
His daughter, Mrs. Caldwell, who 
taught so long in our public schools, 
is still here. 
Mr, Trotter was one 
time member of the Board of E du­ 
cation. 
Tho*. W. Mclindy 
was long well known here, living on 
the Kraider lot, just west of Scott 
Block on West State Bt. 
Mr. Me­ 
lody had two daughters who taught 
a primary, private school, in a little 
building on their father’s lot, for 
years. 
A Coterie of Cronies 
was K. Reynolds 
King, 
bachelor; 
John Hoekenhull, bachelor and Hor­ 
ace Bancroft, then a widower. 
They 
used to have stores on the Square, 
where some or all of them slept, and 
they would have 
hot 
supper 
at 
night, and were experts 
on 
good 
things to eat. 
“Reynolds” King married late in 
life, aa did John Hoekenhull, but 
Horace Bancroft soon broke away 
from them, and brought a beautiful 
bride here, from the east, and she 
still lives. 
Goo. C. Brott 
was another friend of the three last 
named. He kept a store on the north 
side of the Square, where Tomlinson 
is now'. 
He was a very handsome 
man, a native of Pennsylvania, to 
which state he went back and spent 
bis last days. 
Mr. Scott never m ar­ 
ried. 
King, Hoekenhull and Bancroft 
were abo good looking and pleasant 
men 
J . B . »’. Binit Ii 
used to keep a dry goods store, last 
where Harm on’s has been— on the 
east side of the Square— and had a 
bee-hive as a sign. So be was known 
both as “ Alphabet” and “ Beehive” 
Smith. 
He came from Ohio, prob­ 
ably, and was a brother-in-law of 
Col. Wm. D. Crowell. 
Forgotten I a* ivy ors 
Jacksonville was like many other 
places in having a procession of 


lawyers, who came aud went. Among 
them were J, W, Strong; if. J. At­ 
kins, who died here E.; M. Sanford; 
F. B. Huckstep brother of J. M.; 
(’apt. E. B. Breirly, afterwards 
of 
Colorado, and James M. Epler. still 
living iti Seattle, Washington. 
Of 
course there were others, besides 
Edward Dun and John G. Morrison, 
not now recalled by the writer. 
Among Hingers 
or teachers of music were Mr. and 
Mrs. \V. I) Hllli.s, teachers and sing­ 
ers; Miss Hattie Gibbs, 
niece 
of 
Prof. 
W. 
I). 
Sanders; 
Prof 
H 
Strand)uer of the Blind; Prof Wim- 
merstedt of the Blind, who ’ after­ 
wards married Miss Marion Phillips, 
voice teacher, and Prof. Ramsey, a 
blind man, who sang and taught. 
These were all in professional work. 
The list of men aud women, ama­ 
teur players or singers of merit, who 
have lived here is too long to a t­ 
tempt to recall. 
“So the multitude comes, and the 
multitude goes.” 
Lincoln to John Mathers 
The above quotation from the po­ 
em loved by Lincoln, and mistakenly 
attributed to him, reminds one of 
some lines he did write, in which 
wag this verse: 
“Where many were but few remain 
Of old familiar things; 
But seeing them, to mind again 
The lost and absent brings.” 
In this connection the following 
letter from Lincoln to John Mathers 
may also be quoted: 
"Springfield, 
July 20, 1 858. 
My dear sir: 
Your 
kind 
and

the 19th was duly received. 
Your 
suggestions as to placing one’s self 
on the offensive rather than the de­ 
fensive are certainly correct. 
That 
ig a point which I shall not disre­ 
gard. 
I spoke here Saturday night 
The speech not very well reported, 
appears in the State Journal of this 
morning. 
You doubtless will see it; 
and I hope that you will perceive in 
it, that I am already improving. 
I 
would mail you a copy now,but I 
have not one at hand. 
I thank you 
for your letter,and shall be pleased 
to hear from you again.

ARTIFICIAL LIMBS 
O F C ARDBOARD 
Paris,Oct. 
in. 
A 
cardboard leg 
which enables the w earer to go about 
without crutches two days after his 
limb has been am putated is an in­ 
vention that lias been tried out suc­ 
cessfully in tho m ilitary hospitals 
in Paris. The artificial limb was de­ 
vised by a Danish surgeon now in the 
medical service of tho French army. 
The materials used are two sheets 
of cardboard three-sixteenths of an 
Inch ti lek, and bandages soaked iii 
a starch 
solution. 
After 
careful 
measurements have been taken the 
cardboard is cut into what looks like 
two peg-tops, which 
atter 
being 
soaked in the bath fold around each 
other and are secured with band­ 
ages. 
He can w ear the artificial 
leg long before the wound is healed 
and is thus enabled to get air and ex­ 
orcise, which it is usually impossi­ 
ble to obtain at this phase of his con­ 
valescence. 
The 
cardboard 
leg, 
properly treated, lasts 
from 
six 
n in th s to a year, by which time a 
permanent artificiel limb is ready to 
be fitted.

and 
horseflesh valuable and worth sav­ 
ing so he has an automobile for 
traveling and is able to get over the 
ground right lively. 
The visitor found him construct­ 
ing an improved hog house 24 by 
Co feet, 
He was filling the interior 
with yellow clay which he prefers 
for a floor to concrete tho thru the 
center and at each end he will have 
concrete. 
He expects to have sixteen 
pens for brood sows and two larger 
ones a t the end for feeding and will 
have his dipping tank at one end. 
F eeds Mixture Failed I*ig Chow. 
Mr. Reeve makes a .specialty of 
hogs and for a time has been cross­ 
ing Chester Whites with Red Du rocs 
and has 125 shoats f a r r o w e d mostly 
In April and which will average a 
hundred pounds each and are beau­ 
ties. 
He has been feeding them a | 
feed lie calls pig chow and it is a 
ground mixture of alfalfa, charcoal 
and some other materials and is eag­ 
erly devoured by the young porkers. 
He has sheet iron self feeders for 
ii so that none is wasted as feed 
is too high now to lie scattered on 
the ground. 
He also has smaller 
self feeders in which he places salt, 
copperas and other useful material 
and his shoats arc as healthy as one 
could ask. 
He has been lately cut­ 
ting new corn and hauling fodder 
and all to the feed lot and the hogs 
do finely on it. 
He is careful to 
give his hogs pure, clear water to 
drink and keeps them healthy. 
Ile is going to try thorobred Duroe 
Reds now and for that purpose has 
bought ten handsome gilts and a 
young boar and will stand a good 
chance of having a line lot of pigs 
later on. 
Ile will not breed any ut 
the crosses as that is not a good 
Idea. 
He also has a num ber of older 
sows which he values highly. 
Uses Tankage For Fattening. 
W hen he begins to feed for fatten­ 
ing he places the hogs in smaller 
quartern so they can’t run off the 
fat they put on. 
Ile also feeds some 
tankage for he says bare coin and 
w ater will not fatten profitably, 
lie 
used to get tankage at forty dollars 
a ton but now it is $8 5.00 but at 
the price of pork it will pay all rigid. 
Mr. Reeve’s hogs 
have 
not been 
troubled with cholera 'nut once and 
is careful to give them such treat­ 
ment that they will escape it. 
One of the first things Mr. Reeve 
hopes to have is a good silo for he 
says he could fealty winter a load of 
(attle on it and pasture them in the 
sum m er at good profit. 
He thinks 
well Of saving all the feed of the 
p la ce urn! carefully looks after the 
fertility of his land, 
He has a good start in chicken, 
ducks and geese tho these are aid * 
issues with him and he gives them 
sm all attention as other things pay 
resulted 
in

At Recent W aterloo Conference Res­ 
olutions Were Adopted Favoring 
D efinite Relationship Bet ween Hog 
and Corn Production— F. E. Drury 
Attended Conference. 


Brief mention was m ade of the con­ 
ference of corn belt swine growers 
held recently In W aterloo, Iowa,, in 
accordance with th e wishes of Her­ 
bert Hoover, food adm inistrator. The 
conference was for th e purpose 
of 
talking over plans for stabilizing the 
hog growing industry during the war 
and also to increase pork production. 
F. E. Drury of this county was one of 
the swine producers in attendance. 
After a thoro canvass of the situa­ 
tion resolutions w ere adopted which 
summarized the opinion of those who 
attended the conference as to the ac­ 
tion which should be taken. 
These 
resolutions have been forwarded to 
Mr. Hoover and one of the main sug­ 
gestions made is th a t a pork price 
be maintained which is In definite re­ 
lationship with th e 
prices of corn. 
The swine growers believe that if at 
all times during th e period of the 
w'ar farmers are certain of a price 
per hundred not less than the value 
of 14 bushels of corn, that produc­ 
tion can be increased.

T here is at present a 
deficit in hogs in the United States, 
as compared with last year, of not 
less than ten per c en t; the present 
tendency unless checked promises a 
fu rth er decrease of a t least an equal 
percentage by the new' year. Immedi­ 
ate action is therefore necessary to 
meet the actual decrease, check tho 
prospective decline, an d stimulate the 
vitally needed fifteen 
per cent im 
creased production. 
Accordingly we 
urge upon the food administration 
that it shall make such arrangements 
as will assure the producer now call­ 
ed upon largely to increase his pro­ 
duct a price sufficient to cover the 
cost of production an d a reasonable
